In cemeteries scattered throughout 
western states, at crypts hewn out of 
the mountain sides and on many 
lonely spots that were long obscured 
and forgotten, the Scouts will stand 
with their 
of the Oregon Trail Memorial Associa- 
tion and have recalled for them the 
daring and courage of the youth- 
ful band who gave the nation its first 
fast mail across nearly two thousand 
miles of wilderness. 

The Pony Express Memorial Flag is 
white with a dark blue pony rider at 
full gallop as the central figure and di- 
agonal bars of red, white and blue. It 
was specially designed for the joint ob- 
servance of the Boy Scouts and the 
Oregon Trail group by Perry Driggs of 
the latter association. The Pony Ex- 
press, because it carried the first Lin- 
coln inaugural message, is often credit- 
ed with having saved California for the 
Union cause. 

Dr. James E. West, Chief Scout Ex- 
ecutive, and Dr. Lorne W. Barclay, di- 
rector of camping and activities, aid- 
ed by more than thirty Scout Execu- 
tives in the west, are directing the 
Scouts’ participation, while Dr. Howard 
R. Driggs, president of the Oregon 
Trail Memorial Association, has form- 
ulated the program for its regional 
representatives. 

Colonel William F. “Buffalo Bill” 
Cody was probably the most pictur- 
esque of the pony riders in later times. 
His grave is on the top of Lookout 
Menintaie in Colorado and is to be the 
scene of one of the ceremonies. But 
“Pony Bob” Haslam, whose grave has 
only recently been located by the Chi- 
cago Historical Society in that city, 
made the longest and most dangerous 
ride—more than three hundred miles, 
with the Piute Indians on the warpath. 
“Jim’’ Moore, who carried the mail 
through the Sioux country, nearly 
equalled Haslam’s record. His grave has 
just been located at Cheyenne, Wyo- 
ming. Warren Upson of Sacramento on 
his first run, had to battle his way 
through twenty-foot snowdrifts in the 
Sierras. 
| “Uncle Nick” Wilson, who became 
|famous as “The White Indian Boy,”

All foundations for the viaduct are 
| practically completed, as is the neat 
' work on the piers. The concrete cross- 
ing over Harrison is finished, and other 
crossings are rapidly nearing comple- 
| tion. 

On the bridge proper, the trains will 
ply over two tracks on the south side 
of the lower deck, paralleling the truck 
lanes. 


California redwood has been selected 
for the ties. On the bridge proper the 
ties are laid directly on the stringers, 
after the steel had received two coats 
of inertol. 


Each tie is dapped at either end. 
Ties are marked according to their po- 
sition on the road-bed and enter the 
dapping machine in precise relation to 
the order in which they will be laid on 
the bridge. The depth of the dap is de- 
termined by the stringer, which has 
been been previously surveyed, and up- 
on this depth is also determined the 


elevation of the track. ,Depths vary 


from one-quarter inch to one and one- 
quarter inch. The dap in most cases is 
eleven inches wide. 


A total of 150,000 ties or approxi- 
mately 7,000,000 board feet of Califor- 
nia redwood comprise the tie order for 
the Bay Bridge railroad. This is said to 
be the largest individual order made 
on the Pacific coast in a decade. 


On the bridge proper all ties have 
been laid to the center of Span W1-w2, 
and tracklaying operations on the 
bridge are in an easterly to westerly 
direction. 


The running rail is a 90 pound rail, 
in 39-foot sections. The guard rail is 
a 90-pound relay. On the main bridge 
and San Francisco loop the running 
rails will have a total gross tonnage of 
1830; the guard rails, 1315 and the con- 
tact rail (to be used by the Key Sys- 
tem only) a gross tonnage of 1400 
pounds. 


The Key System, which now oper- 
ates on 600 volts, will continue to do so 
over the bridge. The Interurban Elec- 
tric will continue to operate on 1200 
volts as at present over a catenary sys-
